CONVICT SHIP SAILS 
FROM FRANCE WITH 

CARGO.OF 670 MEN 
Prisoners on Way to Devil’s 


and Other Islands; Exiled 
for Life.

ST. MARTIN DE RE, France, 
Sept. 29.—The convict ship La Mar- 
tiniere sailed today with a cargo 
of some 670 caged criminals in its 
holds, voyaging in chains toward 
the “dry ,guillotine” of French 
Guiana 4000 miles away. 

An anonymous crowd for the 
most part, condemned in many in- 
stances to banishment for life, the 
human freight was the first ship- 
ment in two years to depart for the 
three islands—including the famous 
Devil’s Island—off the eastern coast 
of South America that form the 
distant prison colonies of France. 

Among the unwilling passengers 
never to return unless they escape 
—and 100 convicts have escaped 
within the last year—was Guy Da- 
vin, 26-year-old “ne’er-do-well,” con- 
victed of slaying an American, 
Richard Wall, for the $300 that 
Wall, a chance acquaintance, pos- 
sessed at the time. Davin was sen- 
tenced to hard labor and exile for 
life.

§-CENT-A-GALLON BEER TAX 
ADVOCATED BY GOV. PARK 


He Also Urges Substantial Revenue 
Levy on Hard Liquor; $4,000,- 
000 Needed for Relief. 

By the Associated Press. 
ODESSA, Mo., Sept. 29—A tax 
of 5 cents a gallon on beer sold 
and manufactured in Missouri and 
enough tax on hard liquors to give 
the State a substantial revenue was 
advocated here last night by Gov. 
Park. 
Speaking at a rally of Lafayette 
County Democrats, the Governor 
said: 
“I am in favor of a tax on the 
manufacture and sale of hard 
liquor, not enough to encourage 
continuance of bootlegging, but 
enough to give the State substan- 
tial revenue. I also am in favor of 
counties obtaining some revenue 
from hard liquor sales.” 
Turning to the subject of relief, 
the Governor said he was going to 
ask the Legislature to “find some 
means of going beyond what seems 
to be a constitutional limitatioh to 
help -Missouri’s 200,000 needy.” 
Gov. Park estimated at least $4,- 
000,000 would be needed to care for 
the State’s unemployed next winter. 
If a general sales tax was imposed 
to raise part of this fund, the Gov- 
ernor said he believed it should be 
limited to a year and a half. 


PRICE TREND UNFAVORABLE 
FOR FARMER, INDEX SHOWS 


Decrease of Two Points in Amount 
Received for Products From Aug. 
15 to Sept. 15. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—The 
farmers’ position became more un- 
favorable between Aug. 15 and Sept. 
15, on the basis of figures issued to- 
day by the Bureau of Agricultural 

Economics. 

Taking the average prices paid 
between 1909 and 1914 as the base 
index number of 100, the bureau 
said the farmer received 70 for his 
products on Sept. 15 as compared 
with 72 on Aug. 15: ; 

On the other hand, he paid 116 for 
the things he bought on Sept. 15 as 
compared with 112 on Aug. 15. 
Other comparative figures show- 
ed the prices the farmer received 
for his products had mounted to 
76 on July 15, as compared to 49 at 
the low point last February. On 
July 15, when the farmers position 
was most favorable than at any 
time since President Roosevelt took 
office, the farmer was paying 107 
for the things he purchased.

Defense Asks Why She

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—Mrs. 
Helen Vogel Stern placed a $4,000,- 
000 price tag on her husband’s love 
to impress upon Mrs. Ruth Er- 
langer Nathan the value of the 
young stock broker and to prevail 
upon her to release him, she testi- 
fied in Supreme Court yesterday. 

At times tearful, at times smiling, 
Mrs. Stern denied that hers was a 
mercenary object in bringing suit 
against her girlhood friend, Mrs. 
Nathan. 

During the testimony Allison L. 
S. Stern, stock broker, sportsman 
and heir to millions, studied the 
floor. In the front row of specta- 
tors and witnesses was Mrs. Na- 
than, a slender figure in black. 

Mrs. Stern, in a brown and beige 
ensemble, smiled at the white- 
haired .defense counsel, George 
Whiteside, under cross-examination. 

“A Little Too Sacred.” 

Asked why she had not returned 
her husband’s love letters, itten 
during their courtship, when he re- 
quested them, Mrs, Stern replied: 

“IT felt those letters were a little 
too sacred for anyone else to see.” 

Whiteside cou: tered triumphant- 
ly: “So you brought them into 
court—200 of them?” 

Mrs. Stern smiled again and said: 
“Anything that was sacred to me 
has been pretty well destroyed— 
ruthlessly and viciously destroyed.” 
She recounted in detail the epi- 
sode at a fashionable inn on an 
October night in 1926, when her 
husband had danced with his shirt 
tail out, at the behest of the viva- 
cious Mrs. Nathan. 
She wept as she told of coming 
upon her husband and Mrs. Nathan 
in a tryst outside the inn. 
She was asked, in cross-examina- 
tion: “Did you know that before 
this action was started a demand 
was made upon Mrs. Nathan to pay 
you $6,000,000?” 
Mrs. Stern replied: “No, sir.” 
Didn’t Deserve Sacrifice. 
Asked why she had instituted a 
divorce action against her hus- 
band at the same time she filed 
suit against Mrs. Nathan, and then 
had withdrawn the former action, 
she replied: 
“I brought the divorce action at 
my husband’s request, when he 


asked me to make it possible for 


them to do decently what they had 
been doing so indecently. I didn’t 
want a divorce—I didn’t need one. 


And then I realized that Mrs. Na- 


than did not deserve the sacrifice 
that I and my children would have 
to make. So I withdrew it.” 
Asked why she se the amount of 
$4,000,000 as the price of her hus- 
band’s love, she replied: “I had a 
great desire for Mrs. Nathan to 
come to a realization of what she 
was doing, and to release Mr. 
Stern.”

ALDERMEN QUIT 
WITHOUT ACTIN 
ON WORKS BILLS 


Special Session Ends After 
Failure to Enact Program 
for Which It Was Called 
by Mayor. 


DENIAL ANIMOSITY 
INFLUENCED BOARD 


Golden Makes Statement 
and Dickmann’ Replies 
Measures Will Be Re- 
Submitted This Fall. 


The special session of the Board 
of Aldermen, called by Mayor 
Dickmann Sept. 6 to enact a pro- 
gram of public work legislation, 
with the hope of providing employ- 
ment for many workers this fail, 


ended today without action on the 
work-providing measures. 

At the final meeting, Vice-Chair- 
man Golden of the Board of Alder- 
men read a statement in which he 
assumed to speak for the Demo- 
cratic majority members, and in 
which he denied that the majority 
had been influenced by “any ani- 
mosity whatever toward the 
Mayor.” As told in last Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch the delay in acting 
on the measures urged by the 
Mayor has followed complaints of 
Aldermen and members of the 
Democratic City Committee that 
patronage was not being dispensed 
rapidly enough or’in sufficient 
quantity. 

Statement by Mayor. 

Mayor Dickmann, on learning of 
the action of the board, and of 
Golden’s statement, said: 

“Every bill presented to the spe- 
cial session was given careful con- 
sideration by the department heads 
and by the legal department. They 
were measures intended to carry 
out President Roosevelt’s recon- 
struction program. 

“I very much regret that the 
Board of Aldermen has not passed 
these bills, which would have cre- 
ated work and aided employment 
this winter. I particularly regret 
the failure to pass the street bills, 
which owners of the property af- 
fected had requested the Board of 
Public Service to get under way.” 
The Mayor said all the measures 
would be re-submitted to the Al- 
dermen at the regular fall session, 
which opens at 4 p. m. Monday. 
However, it is now too late to get 
the street work started before win- 
ter. 

Measures Passed. 
Measures passed by the special 
session were appropriations ot 
$650,000 for unemployment relief, 
of which the last $200,000 was 
passed at today’s’ meeting; appro- 
priation of $250,000 for the relief 
revolving fund; and the legislation 
providing for a vote, at the spe- 
cial election Nov. 21, on the trans- 
fer of $1,500,000 bond issue funds 
from the abandoned northeast ap- 
proach plan for the Municipal 
Bridge to the Negro Hospital. 
The Mayor’s prevailing wage 
scale bill, providing for wages on 
city contract work under 137 classi- 
fications, died today in the Legisla- 
tion .Committee of the board. At 
a hearing yesterday, representa- 
tives of labor organizations, also 
City Counselor Hay and Associate 
Counselor Wayman, spoke in sup- 
port of the bill, and representatives 
of the Chamber of Commerce and 
other business groups spoke against 
it. 


Bills providing for $218,000 of 
street and sewer work also died 
with the close of the session, the 
Streets and Sewers Committee mak- 
ing no report on them. 

The measure relating to a $700,- 
000 loan from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, to provide for 
Municipal Bridge approaches need- 
ed for use of the bridge by the rail- 
roads, also died. The Ways and 
Means Committee of the board held 
it until yesterday, then decided 
that it should be referred to the 
Public Utilities Committee. There 
was not time left for the latter 
committee to receive and act on 
the measure. 


Bank Measure Dies. 
Another measure which died was 
that authorizing city officials to 
enter into an agreement for reor- 
ganization of the Lafayette-South 
Side Bank, in which the city is a 
$2,000,000 depositor. This was dis- 
cussed before the Ways and Means 
Committee at &@ hearing yesterday..

REPLIED TO JOHNSON’S PLEA 


Senator Schall Refers to NRA Pro- 
gram as a “15 to 20 Pct. Sales 
Tax on Living Costs.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Sena- 
tor Schall (Rep.), Minnesota, said 
in a statement last night that Hugh 
S. Johnson, the Industrial Adminis- 
trator, had received favorable re- 
plies from “just 13” of the 531 mem- 
bers of Congress in response to a 
request for their “co-operation” in 
the NRA program. 
The Senator added that this 
meant about 2 per cent were “fa- 
vorable to a sales tax running from 
15 to 100 per cent on the living costs 
of 127,000,000 consumers with no ex- 
emption.” :

Business in the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District is reported by the 
St. Louis Federal Reserve Bank as 
having “developed slightly slowing 
tendencies” in the last 30 days. 
Trade and industrial operation, 
however, in general are larger in 
volume than they were a year ago, 
according to the bank’s monthly re- 
view issued today. 

A reversal of the normal upward 
trend of the boot and shoe industry 
in August was attributed to the ef- 
fects of an earlier summer buying 
spurt based on fear of rising prices, 
June and July sales having been 
extraordinarily heavy. The result, 
a demonstration of what usually 
follows a sales boom, was that the 
boot and shoe industry did less 
business in August than in the cor- 
responding morth last year. 

In dry goods, also, sales turned 
downward as compared with those 
of July and were only slightly above 
the level of those of August, 1982. 
Strikes adversely affected the man- 
ufacture of dresses and other ¢loth- 
ing and unseasonably warm weath- 
er in September also slowed up 
clothing sales. 

Jobs and Pay Stationary. 

Industrial employment and pay- 
rolls remained about stationary, 
after having increased earlier in 
the summer, the report states, add- 
ing that increases in certain lines 
were “offset by defections else- 
where, in a number of instances due 
to labor difficulties and adjust- 
ments ‘incident to working out 
codes.” 

A slowing down of the iron and 
steel industry was attributed, in 
part, to negotiation of the NRA 
code for that business, the report 
stating: “Business during August 
was interfered with to a consider- 
able extent by uncertain buying and 
selling relationships incident to 
working out of the iron and steel 
code, also by lack of definite infor- 
mation relative to fourth quarter 
prices.” 

Divergence in Sales Trend. 

Sales at wholesale and at retail 
showed strikingly divergent trends. 
Wholesale business was smaller by 
4 per cent than in August a year

INCREASE PRICES 


Daily U. S. Well Flow Re- 
duced From 2,409,700 
Barrels to 2,337,500, Ef- 
' fective Oct. 1.

WASHINGTON, Sépt. 29.—A cut 
in thé country’s daily oil produc 
tion was ordered yesterday by Sec- 
rétary of Interior Ickes in efforts 
of the Federal Government to 
strengthen petroleum prices 
the output 
while Studying closely the question 
of price regulation. 
Ickes, it was understood has been 
given authority by President Roose- 
velt to fix or control prices when- 
ever he is ready to act, if produc- 
tion control fa''s to bring about sta- 
bility to the iidustry through its 
NRA code. 
The production allocation which 
Ickes ordéred effective Oct. 1, re- 
duced the daily total from 2,409,700 
barrels to 2,337,500, but provided 
for a sharper. cut into actual pro- 
duction by wells than the 72,200 
barrel difference. 
His order permits withdrawal of 
95,000 barrels from storage in five 
states, which must be deducted 
from the total allowable in those 
states. It also stipulated that ex- 
cess production in September must 
be charged against the October to- 
tal. 
The production this month in ex- 
cess of the total allocation ‘was 
about 77,000 barrels, which, with 
the 72,200 total allocation reduction 
and the 95,000 allowed for with- 
drawals from storage, would cut 
the total flow from wells by 244,200 
barrels daily. 
California, Oklahoma and Texas 
production allocations were reduced 
from current allotments. Those of 
Kansas and Arkansas were in- 
creased slightly. Amounts in the 
other states and areas remained the 
same. 
The new order continues the 
stipulation that imports shall be 
limited to thé average for the last 
months of 1932, or about 80,000 bar- 
rels daily. 
The state regulatory agencies a)- 
locate the production within a 
state, with the Federal Government 
prohibiting shipments out of a state 
of oil produced in excess of the 
amount allotted.

Research Long Under Way. 


From the viewpoint of the Medi- 
cal Corps, related Maj.

Malaria was solved in Cuba in the 
first year, and the Puerto Rican 
board solved an anemia due to 
hookworm, which had been a 
scourge of the island. The Manila 
board is still in existence and has 
made notable contributions to man- 
kind’s defense against nearly every 
tropical disease from dengue fever 
to beri beri. 
With the Manila board Major 
Simmons began the study of mos- 
quito-borne diseases which led him 
to St. Louis. Last spring at the Ar- 
my Medical School Major. R. A. 
Kelser developed indications that 
equine encephalomyelitis might be 
transmitted to guinea pigs and 
from them to horses by yellow 
fever mosquitoes of the batch 
brought from the Philippines in 
1925 


Major Simmons and Major Cor- 
nell took up the work with Major 
Kelser, and extended it to three 
strains of herpes encephalitis. An 
account of their work was pub- 
jlished in the Sept. 15 issue. of 
Science, indicating that the viruses 
probably had been transmitted to 
laboratory animals by mosquitoes, 
but reserving conclusions pending 
more thorough study. 


How Tests Were Made. 


While they were at work in 
ashington the encephalitis out- 
break occurred here. The disease 
here had similarities to the viruses 
they had been studying. Gathering 
up a supply of mosquito larvae and 
a group of laboratory monkeys, 
they hurried to St. Louis. 

Here they declined the more com- 
fortable quarters offered by the 
commanding officer, and set~ to 
work in a frame building, about 
to be torn down, which was isolat- 
ed from other buildings of the post 
and offered plenty of room. They 
made laboratory tables out of old 
doors, discovered that jelly glasses 
made excellent containers for their 
chemicals, and, with the advice and 
aid of the post carpenter, construct- 
ed their own cages for the mon- 
keys. 

In one room Maj. Cornell set up 
his microscope, his microtome and 
his materials. In another, careful- 
ly screened, the mosquitoes hatched 
out in glass beakers and were 
housed, as adults, in expertly con- 
structed cages of netting. In a 
third the monkeys were placed in 
‘individual cages. 

Wall charts recorded the history 
of each batch of mosquitoes. Here 
87 mosquitoes had bitten a patient, 
and six days later had bitten mon- 
key number 9. On another chart 
was set down the daily tempera- 
ture of each monkey, amplified by 
a record kept by the technicians,

So far, the records, like those of 
the similar experiments being con- 
ducted at Oscar Johnson Institute 
by the United States Public Health 
Service, show no indication that the 
disease can be transmitted by mos- 
quitoes. But the investigation will 
go on at Washington as intensively 
as it began in the little green build- 
ing at Jefferson Barracks. 
Whether it ultimately shows that 
the disease is insect-spread or dem- 
onstrates that it cannot be trans- 
mitted in the laboratory by mos- 
quitoes, Maj. Simmons believes that 
it will add another block to a scien- 
tific structure which the army be- 
gan erecting even in the Civil War, 
before the birth of modern labora- 
tory science. As he wrote in the 
Military Surgeon last October: 
“The blind struggle against in- 
fections during this long conflict 
is, on the whole, just another tale 
of human helplessness and defeat 
by disease.

TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 29.—Gov. 
Alf M. Landon disclosed yesterday 
that his wife, through her bank, 
made loans totaling $13,500 in 1932 
to Ronald Finney, young broker 


| Kansas municipal bogus bond 
scandal. 


Secured loans were made by Mrs. 


Landon through the investment de- 
partment of the National Bank of 
Topeka, said Fred M. Harris, the 
Governor’s special counsel in the 
inquiry. 

Gov. Landon announced a report 
would be submitted to a legislative 
committee to convene here next 
Monday. 

Says Bank Suggested Loans. 

In her statement to investigators, 
Mrs. Landon related that the loans 
were arranged at the suggestion of 
officers of the bank who handled 
her investments. Mrs. Landon’s 
father, the late S. E. Cobb, was 
connected with the bank for many 
years. 

Harris related that Feb. 23, 1932, 
Mrs. Landon made a loan of $3500 
to Finney through the bank as an 
investment on suggestion of C. L. 
Cooke, an officer of the bank. Mrs. 
Landon’s check was. made payable 
to the bank. In return she received 
Finney’s note and a receipt show- 
ing collateral had been deposited. 
The loan was paid at the bank July 
8, 1932, and Mrs. Landon’s account 
credited. ‘ 

A new loan of $10,000 then was 
made by Mrs. Landon to Finney. 
Harris said the Governor's wife 
had understood the money was to 
be used in connection with the Hill 
Packing Co. of Topeka. 

Copies of Check Being Shown. 

Mrs. Landon received a deposit 
slip from Cooke March 16, 1933, 
Harris said, showing payment of 
$466.65 interest on the loan, which 
figured between 6 and 7 per cent. 
A few days later, Harris contin- 
ued, Mrs. Landon asked for a pay- 
ment of the loan and Cooke ad- 
vised her he would arrange it. One 
Saturday afternoon Finney called 
her and asked if it would be ac- 
ceptable to give her a check, as the 
banks then were closed. Mrs. 
Landon said it would and received 
a check for $10,046.67 as payment 
in full. She deposited the check 
se the bank on March 25, conclud- 
ing the transactions. 

Gov. Landon said he had heard 
photostatic copies of the $10,000 
check to Mrs. Landon had been dis- 
played over the State. Investiga- 
tors said the original check was not 
in their. possession.

Trees’ — Period 
Cut 50 Days by Drouth| py MRS. 


Has Begun Much 


Many Have Died and 


Not for many years have decidu- 
ous trees in this vicinity suffered 
so much from the effects of drouth 
as they suffered in the summer 
arborculturists at 
Shaw’s Garden observe. 

The leaves of many trees have 
fallen three weeks or more earlier 
than usual, Normal’ growth, both 
of branches and trunk diameter, 
has been retarded, and in certain 


cases trees actually have dimin- 
ished in size. 

Even in Shaw’s Garden, where 
trees receive unusual care, the ef- 
fect of weeks of drouth is noticea- 
ble. The falling of leaves has been 
arrested only by recent rains. 

Premature thinning of foliage re- 
duces the rate of growth of indi- 
vidual branches, removing leaves 
which are necessary for the con- 
version of raw material essential 
to the development of a ‘tree. Shed- 
ding of leaves in dry weather 
serves also as a defensive meas- 
ure, lessening the water require- 
ment of the tree and protecting 
against evaporation. 


An example of the manner in 
which the normal growth of tree 
has been retarded this season was 
pointed out today by A. P. Biel- 
mann, arborculturist at the gar- 
den, who indicated measurements 
on a horse chestnut tree. In 1930 
it grew 15 inches, thriving on ade- 
quate rainfall during the best 
growing period in the spring and 
summer. The next season it indi- 
cated a branch growth of eight 
inches—about normal—but in the 
dry year of 1932 it grew but five 
inches, and thus far this year a 
growth of only three inches has 
been noted. 

No | ‘appreciable increase has been 
observed in its trunk diameter al- 
though the normal yearly increase 
iz about half an inch. 
Arboriculturists fear too that 
many trees, sapped of their vitality, 
stripped prematurely of life-giving 
leaves, will not be able to withstand 
the cumulative effects of consecu- 
tive years of drouth. In St. Louis 
County the mortality rate has been 
high. 
In the garden, the only trees to 
die have been a few old poplars 
which were about at the end of 
their life span—ranging from 15 to 
18 years. 
Many trees in the county, especial- 
ly poplars and hickories, have suc- 
cumbed because of lack of moisture. 
Some of those which have died, it 
was pointed out, were affected by 
the nearness of road building proj- 
ects, particularly along new High- 
way 66. Cuts and fills permit 
drainage and reduce the under- 
ground water table. 

Attacked by Red Spider. 
Besides battling with the drouth 
the trees have been attacked by the 
mijnute red spider, the only insect 
in the spider family injurious to 
plants. These insects, which ap- 
pear during hot, dry periods, suck 
the sap from leaves, leaving a mot- 
tled silver mark. The spiders re- 
duce the nourishing efficiency of 
the leaves, almost as much as 
though the leaves had fallen. This 
season the trees have been in such 
poor shape that there has been lit- 
tle for the spider to feed on. 
Arborculturists, who figure on a 
normal growing period of 200 days 
a year—reduced this year by about 
50 days—have expressed surprise 
that some trees have been able to 
survive at all

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VIRGIN ALUMINUM 


Effort Made at Hearing on 
Code to Regulate Profit of 
Mellon Concern Which 
Controls Output. 


By PAUL Y. ANDERSON,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Hear- 
ings on a code of fair practice for 
the aluminum industry, dominated 
by the Mellon-controlled Aluminum 
Co: of America, were resumed to- 
day before Deputy Recovery Ad- 
ministrator Philip Kemp. The 
hearings started yesterday. 

In an effort to limit the profits 
of the Aluminum Co. of America, 
the independent manufacturers to- 
day proposed that the code should 
contain the following provision: 
“So long as production of virgin 
aluminum in the United States is 
controlled directly or indirectly by 
a single person, that person shall 
not sell such aluminum for a price 
greater than the sum of its cost 
plus a reasonable profit. A reason- 
able profit shall consist of a fair 
return upon the capital invested in 
the facilities of production such as 
would attract a prudent investor 
under all the circumstances.” 
Kemp recessed the hearing after 
securing the appointment of.a com- 
mittee of four, two representing the 
Mellon company and two represent- 
ing the independents, with which 
he will endeavor to work out a 
satisfactory code. 

The Aluminum Co. of America 
yesterday became the first to seek 
a reduction in the wages of its em- 
ployes under an NRA code. It is 
now paying a minimum of 30 cents 
an hour to worekrs in its bauxite 
mines. It offered a: code providing 
for a minimum of 25 cents. 

The position of the Aluminum 
Company of America on the wage 
question precipitated a special line 
of interrogation by Deputy Admin- 
istrator Kemp. The deputy’s first 
question about the company’s pro- 
posal to reduce minimum wages be- 
low the level fixed in the Presi- 
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dent’s re-employment agreement 
was answered by Winthrop C. Neil- 
son, vice president, with the dec- 
laration: 

“We accepted 30 cents an hour for 
what we hoped would be a very 
brief period in order to get the 
Blue Eagle.” 

“But isn’t that back tracking?” 
suggested Kemp. “You are not try- 
ing to repudiate the signature of 
one of your officers, are you?” 
Neilson’s answer was that “never 
for one minute” did the bauxite in- 


idustry want the higher minimum 


wage rate, and admitted that a re- 
duction to 25 cents an hour would 
mean a sharp decrease in the com- 
pany’s payroll. 

Contrasting with the code fa- 
vored by the Mellon Company was 
that offered by the Aluminum Fab- 
rieating Industry, which proposed 
a 35-hour week and minimum wages 
of $17.50 a week, or 50 cents an 
hour. George D. Haskell, Spring- 
field, Mass., who offered this code, 
remarked, “This is small enough, 
it is the minimum on which a man 
can live decently and bring up a 
family. The industry can stand that 
rate if a fair practice code is adopt- 
ed.” 

In presenting the wage section 
of the code favored by the Alumi- 
num Company of America, Neilson 
said wages were reduced to 20 
cents an hour, or $8 a week, until 
August, 1933, at which time, “in an 
attempt to co-operate in re-emrploy- 
ment,” the company had ordered 
a voluntary increase back to 22 
cents an hour. A little later the 
company signed the President’s re- 
employment agreement to pay 30 
cents an hour, but now wanted to 
go back to 25 cents. 

Neilson then read a statement 
outlining conditions in the industry. 
He was questioned by Kemp re- 
garding company towns in which 
the workers live. Neilson said the 
employes were given free drinking 
water. He said the company owned 
the town of Bauxite, Ark., a “model 
mining community,” with no insan- 
itary conditions. - 

Workers, he continued, could rent 
houses for $2 a month, and said 
that for the past two years the 
company “has charged no rent to 
those who are not steadily em- 
ployed.” To a question as to wheth- 
er the company houses were 
equipped with plumbing, Neilson 
replied that they were not, but that 
“excellent sanitary conditions ex- 
isted.” 

I. W. Wilson, another vice-presi- 
dent of the Aluminum Co. of Amer- 
ica, read a brief showing that 12, 
347 men were employed in the in- 
dustry in 1926 and that the com- 
pany had tried to maintain employ- 
ment despite the depression. At the 
extreme -low point in March, 1938, 
when sales dropped to 38 per cent 
of normal, employment ‘had been 
maintained at about 74 per cent, he 
said. ’ 

Morris Shishkin, representing the 
Union of Aluminum Workers, af- 
filiated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, said workers in the 
industry were in a “miserable 
plight.” There is a very grave dan- 
ger, he said, that the minimum pay 
rates proposed in the code would 
become the maximum rates and 
skilled workers would be. placed 


under them. : 
Shishkin asked for minimum 
rates of from 70 to 90 cents an hour 
for workers and $16 a week for of- 
fice employes. He also urged that 
piecework and bonuses be aban- 
doned. A minimum work week of 
30 hours should be established, 
Shishkin. said, and he- asked that 


no person under 18 be employed in

IKIONAPING CASE 


AGAINST BAILEY 
NEARING THE JURY 


Final Arguments Made and 
Judge Instructs at Trial of 
Trial of Outlaw and Nine 
Others for Urschel Plot. 


OKLAHOMA CITY , Sept. 29.— 
Federal Judge Edgar S. Vaught 
late this afternoon began his charge 
to the jury in the Charles F. 
Urschel $200,000 kidnaping conspir- 
acy trial. 

Ten persons are on trial. 

The jury is expected to begin de- 
liberations before night. 

Six arguments of counsel were 
heard yesterday. Today A. M. Cary 
of Minneapolise, attorney for the 
group of five Twin ‘Cities men 
charged with conspiracy through 
concealing and disposing of part of 
the ransom, opened the court ses- 
sion to be followed by J. B. Dud- 
ley of Oklahoma City. They plead- 
ed that the prosecution had failed 
to prove conspiracy as to their cli- 
ents and that the Court erred in its 
interpretation of the law. 

The five—Barney: Berman, Clif- 
ford Skelly, Isadore Blumenfeld, 
Sam Kronick and Sam Kozberg— 
have based their defense on the 
premise they did not know they 
handled Urschel money, and on the 
theory that even had they been 
aware of this, the conspiracy to kid- 
nap Urschel ended with his release, 
District Judge Edgar S. Vaught has 
held the conspiracy continued un- 
til all the ransom was returned. 

Tells of Voluntary ‘Surrender. 

Cary cited the voluntary surren- 
der of the men to Federal officers. 

“Circumstantial evidence war- 
rants conviction under the law,” 
said Cary, “but when it does not 
exclude every other possible hypoth- 
esis except one of guilt, the law 
imposes on you the duty to declare 
the defendant innocent. 

“A chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence is no stronger than its weak- 
est link. 

“These defendants are merely 
charged with willfully, knowingly 
and unlawfully possessing, conceal- 
ing and exchanging the ransom 
money. Money flows freely, and 
evidence that they exchange the 
money creates no presumption of 
guilt.” 

Dudley, representing the St. Paul 
defendants, began his closing argu- 
ment by pointing out that his 
clients were non-residents of Okla- 
homa. 

Dudley, declaring that every citi- 
zen condemns the crime of kidnap- 
ing, praised the “courage and 
nerve” of Urschel for the assist- 
ance he gave the Government aft- 
er his release by his abductors. He 
said he did not see how the St. 
Paul defendants could be con- 
strued as being involved in the 
conspiracy. 

Conviction of 10 Demanded. 


United States Attorney Hyde, 


closing the prosecution argument, 
demanded conviction of the 10 de- 
fendants, including Harvey Bailey, 
the notorious outlaw. 

“Precedents are being set that 
will guide the courts and the bar in 
all future trials that grow out of 
this determined effort of your Gov- 
ernment to stamp out this most 
damnable of crimes,’ Hyde de- 
clared. 

Ransom money was discussed 
yesterday in a conference between 
Bates and Joseph B. Keenan, As- 
sistant United States Attorney- 
General, Keenan said. 

Bates sought the conference. 
Keenan would make no other com- 
ment except to say he had not 
asked Bates where the rest of the 
$200,000 ransom was concealed and 
that he had made no promise of a 
clemency recommendation in case 
any of the money were returned. 

About $73,000 of the ransom was 
due up on a Texas farm. About 
$7000. more had previously turned 
up, $660 of it being taken from 
Bates when he was arrested in 
Denver.

By nightfall, the Farm. Admin- 
istration expects to have as a re- 
sult of a month’s purchases near- 
ly 6,000,000 pigs weighing up to 
100 pounds and more’ than 150,000 
sows soon to farrow. 

In the storage rooms of packing 
plants which have processed the 
swine, the administration will have 
on hand about 100,000,000 pounds of 
pork prepared for distribution , to 
the needy by the Federal Relief 
Administration. 

A new program aimed to con- 
trol future production of hogs and 
corn grown principally as hog feed, 
is nearly completed. It contem- 
plates no more Government pur- 
chases but the payment of bene- 
fit to both hog and corn growers 
in ‘return for agreements to cut 
production during the next year. 

Administrators also will make 
early announcement of the rate of 
a hog processing tax which will 
supply the funds for the purchas- 
ing program. A tax of a half cent 
a pound has been under considera- 


jtion for this purpose. Payments 


for hog purchases have been made 
in advances from the ‘Treasury 
which must be repaid from the pro- 
ceeds of the processing tax. 

The long range program may re- 
quire a processing tax of 1% cents 
a pound bringing a total processing 
tax of 2 cents a pound or $2 per 


hundredweight into being within a 
short time.

“While we try,,as was empila- 
sized at the Nurnberg conclave (a 
recent party convention), to rear a 
purely Aryan State, yet it is inad- 
visable indiscriminately to elimin- 
ate the Jewish businesses provided 
they conform to our laws.” 

To comment.from some quarters 
that the official’s statements might 
be interpreted as signalizing an of- 
ficial relaxation of the economic 
campaign dgainst Jews, it was 
pointed out in others that the party 
has shown no tendency toward let- 
ting up.

The syn- 
dicate will pay $1,714,448, or at the 
rate of $100.84 for a $100 bond. 

This is considered a good pre- 
mium, though not so good as the 
one which appeared to have been 
received when the bids were first 
opened at noon. At that time, the 
bid of a syndicate headed by Hal- 
sey, Stuart & Co. of New York, and 
including Stifel, Nicolaus & Co. of 
St. Louis, showed an offer of $1,- 
735,700, or $102.10 on $100. Comp- 
troller Nolte, who opened the bids 
in Mayor Dickmann’s absence, said 
the Halsey-Stuart bid would be ac- 
cepted on the Mayor’s arrival. But 
soon afterward, word came from 
Halsey-Stuart that the bid was an 
error, The firm had instructed its 
representative to bid at the rate of 
$100.21 on $100, instead of $102.10. 
- As the Mayor had not appeared 
and the bid had not been formally 
accepted, the firm was permitted 
to withdraw the erroneous bid, and 
substitute the other, which made it 
third among the four bidders. All 
the bids were above par. Comp- 
troller Nolte and City Counselor 
Hay said that, even if the Mayor 
had been present and the original 
Halsey, Stuart bid had been for- 
mally accepted, the firm would 
probably have been permitted to 
withdraw it, as it was an error, and 
had not caused any actual loss to 
the city.

The Government went out of the 
hog business in this area today, 
after spending about $2,197,500 in 
purchasing 468,500 hogs as part of 
the Farm Administration’s nationai 
program to boost pork prices by 
removing hogs from the market. 

Stored ‘in East Side packing 
houses alone were about 4,000,000 
pounds of pork with a retail .value 
of about $260,000, while St. Louis 
packing -houses contained about 
1,000,000 pounds of pork, valued at 
$65,000. 

Shipment of cured meat for dis 
tribution to the needy is scheduled 
to begin in this area Oct 7 under 
the supervision of Federa] authori- 
ties in co-operation with State re 
lief agencies. The meat will be 
drawn from the packing houses as 
needed. 

Missouri has been given e 1,600,- 
000-pound allotment and about a 
fourth of it is scheduled to be dis- 
tributed in the first assignment. 
About 51,000 families are on State 
rélief rolls, Wallace Crossley, State 
relief director, estimates.

NON MEN ASSAIL 
NRA VIOLATORS AS 


PUBLIC ENEMIES 


Speakers at Workers’ Meet- 

Protest Against Al- 

leged Evasions of Codes 
by St. Louis Firms. 


Violators of the National Recov- 
ery Act were termed “public ene- 


mies” by speakers at a meeting of 
workers last night at the Gayety 
Theater, called by the Cen * 
Trades and Labor Union and 
Building Trades Council in — 
against alleged evasions of the va- 
rious NRA codes by St. Louis em- 
ployers. 

Congressman Walter Nesbit of 
Belleville predicted “the adminis- 
tration at Washington soon will get 
active to bring chiselers into 
line.” “The American eagle has 
sharp talons, and he will begin to 
scratch,” Nesbit, a member of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
told several hundred listeners. 

“At the time President Roosevelt 
took office the United States was 
on the verge of revolution,” the 
speaker asserted. “Everyone recog- 
nized -this, except some stubborn 
industrialists, who persist in fol- 
lowing a selfish course.” 

Referring to the labor section of 
NRA, Nesbit declared it had been 
interpreted repeatedly “even to the 
Chamber of Commerce of St. 
Louis.” “The so-called company 
union has been discredited, the 
yellow dog contract is out of the 
picture and the time has come for 
labor to take its place in the sun,” 
Congressman Nesbit said. “Any 
employer who continues to to chisel 
is not a good citizen, and any judge 
who grants an employer of that 
caliber an injunction against labor 
is unpatriotic.” 

Tells of Alleged Evasions. 

William J. Fitzmaurice, business 
agent for the Machinists’ Council, 
recited instances of evasion of the 
spirit of NRA by, employers. 

“In one small plant employing 
14 machinists there are eight newly 
appointed foremen,” ’. Fitzmaurice 
said. “The reason for all the ‘rank’ 
in that plant is that foremen are 
not bound by the minimum hours 
requirement. At another place one 
of our machinists employed at 
night was informed that in the fu- 
ture his title was night watchman, 
but that he would work the same 
as before. The answer to that is 
that, under the code, a machinist 
works 35 hours a week and a 
watchman 48 hours.” 

Congressman R. T. Wood, presi- 
dent of the Missouri State Federa- 
tion of Labor, declared “there are 
many little Henry Fords scattered 
throughout the country.” 

“The Government has put the 
people of this nation on their honor 
in the battle against the enemy 
within, but there is more dishonor 
among us than was ever believed,” 
Wood said. He described NRA vio- 
lators as “worse than the pro-Ger- 
man element during the war.” 

Business and Judas. 

Harry M. Nelson, president of 
the Street Car Men’s Union, who 
presided, denounced “big business,” 
which, he said, “got the country 
into this mess, but unlike Judas 
does not have the courage to go 
out and hang themselves.” 

Affidavits of employes, who de- 
clared they were discharged for 
union activity or sympathy, were 
;read by Fred Altheide, acting sec- 
retary of the Central Trades. The 
affidavits, similar to others now 
being studied by the Mayor's media- 
tion board, cover a variety of indus- 
tries. Altheide said more than 300 
affidavits had been received from 
the baking industry alone.

embezzlement, bribery and miscon- 
duct. 

The indictments were returned 
yesterday afternoon by a Tazewell 
County jury at Pekin. 

The leading defendant was Jesse 
Hall, State Representative, who re- 
signed as mayor of East Peoria and 
chairman of the sanitary district 
board during the investigation. 
The charges involved draining 
thousands of dollars from the sani- 
tary district, which supervises the 
town’s sewage system and has 
charge of other public works. 

Named as co-defendants with 
Hall were James W. Bettson, real- 
tor serving 25 years in State prison 
for the kidnaping of Dr. James 
Parker, wealthy Peoria physician; 
Eugene Y. Welcher and William 
Frey, members of the _ district 
board. 

Prosecutors said Frey appeared 
innocent of any actual wrongdoing. 
He was charged only with miscon- 
duct for failing to detect and re- 
port the alleged defalcations. 
Forgery was the only charge made 
against Bettson. 

Bribery Allegations. 

The bribery charge against Hall 
involved his alleged acceptance of 
$1700 from Ronrad Iber, a contrac- 
tor, in consideration of granting 
Iber a contract to build a reser- 
voir. 

Both he and Welcher’ were 
charged with forging names to san- 
itary district warrants by which 
they allegedly collected from the 
treasury for work never done and 
expenses not incurred. 

Among the allegedly fraudulent 
warrants was one forged with the 
name of Edwin -Fitzgerald, engi- 
neer for the district, another al- 
legedly bore the forged name of

The passing of Ruth from the all- 
star picture, with only three votes 
on his behalf for old time’s sake, is 
one of the year’s outstanding devel- 
opments. 

At first base, Foxx gained a de- 
cisive victory over his Yankee 
rival, Lou Gehrig, with Manager 
Bill Terry of the Giants third in a 
three-cornered contest. Foxx com- 
piled a 3 to 1 margin over Gehrig 
in the voting.

Mass Production Factor. 

As Green pointed out, the devel- 
opment of mass production has 
given impetus to the industrial un- 
ion movement. Mass production 
has reduced its servants, in in- 
creasing numbers, to the status of 
automatons. The man on the Ford 
assembly line who adds a bolt or 
tightens a screw is not a machin- 
ist in the proper sense of the word, 
nor is the man who sprays paint 
on the car a painter. Workers of 
this kind do not fit into the hori- 
zontal type of labor organization. 

Under pressure of circumstances, 
the American Federation of Labor 
has gone in extensively for the for- 
mation of what Green calis “Fed- 
eral” unions. These are organiza- 
tions on the “vertical” plan, but 
confined to individual plants. Since 
the Federation began its intensive 
drive for new members last April, 
more than 500 “Federal” unions 
have been formed; that is, separate 
organizations have been formed 
from top to bottom, without regard 
to the different crafts, in more than 
500 plants. 

Green did not believe that the 
vertical type of union would sup- 
plant the craft union. It was still 
highly desirable, he thought, that 
skilled workers, like electricians 
and printers, be given the oppor- 
tunity to organize themselves na- 
tionally on a horizontal basis. He 
saw, however, a growing need for 
the other type, and be helieved that 
both types could exist successfully, 
side by side, in the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

Clothing Workers May Come In. 

Greén said that in all probability 
the coming convention would see 
the admission of the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers of America, with 
its more than 80,000 members, into 
the federation. This is a strong or- 
ganization on the vertical plan un- 
der the skillful and vigorous leader- 
ship of Sidney Hillman. Its admis- 
sion to the A. F. of L. will give Hill- 
man new opportunity for the exer- 
cise of talents which have made 
him an outstanding figure in the 
American labor movement. The 
only question connected with the 
proposed affiliation, said Green, 
was whether or not the clothing 
workers would be given voting 
rights in the coming convention. 
This question arose from a rule re- 
quiring the payment of dues for a 
certain period as a precedent to the 
privilege of voting. Green did not 
anticipate any fight over the mat- 
ter. When the question was sub 
mitted to an official of the clothing 
workers, he replied: “That’s easy.

HEAD OF HENRY IV 
OF FRANCE REPORTED 
* FOUND; LONG LOST 
Mummified Relic of First Bour- 

bon Said to Be in Parisian’s

PARIS, Sept. 29.—A mummified 
head believed to be that-of King 
Henry IV, is now in the possession 
of a Montmartre photographer 
named Bourdais, according to the 
novelist, Paul Reboux, writing in 
the current issue of “Vu.” 

The photographer bought the 
head at an auction in 1919 for 
3 francs. 

The general cast of countenance, 
a mole and other marks, Reboux 
says, have convinced the owner 
that it is really that of- the King. 
Since the violation of the royal 
tombs during the French Revo- 
lution the head of Henry IV has 
not been accounted for. 


Henry IV, also known in history 
as Henry of Navarre, and the 
Henry the Great of France, was 
the founder of the Bourbon line of 
Kings of France. A descendant of 
Robert de Clermont, who was the 
sixth son of Louis IX (St. Louis), 
and of Jeanne d’Albret, he was 
born in 1553; on his mother’s death 
he became King of Navarre. With 
the assassination of Henry III, as 
champion of the Protestant party, 
he became King of France in 1589. 
He was assassinated in 1610. 


ARCHEOLOGISTS FIND TRACES 
OF IRELAND'S ‘GOLDEN AGE’ 


Harvard Group Unearths Dwelling 
2000 Years Old; Canoe, Jewelry, 
Pottery Discovered. 

DUBLIN, Sept. 29.—The centuries 
old veil over Ireland’s “golden age” 
is being lifted by the archeological 
experts of the Harvard Mission. 

In a desolate bog stretch in the 
townland of Ballinahinch, a dozen 
miles from Moate in County West- 
meath, their excavations have met 
with remarkable success. 

Under the direction of Dr. H. 
O’Neill Hencken, they unearthed a 
“cranog” or island dwelling 2000 
years old and among the finds were 
a dug-out canoe, jewelry, cooking 
utensils, queens and pottery of 
unique value—all of which has be- 
come the property of the National 
Museum of the Free State. 

The island appears to have been. 
the scene of two colonizations.’ The 
first belonged to the time of Cu- 
chullain, Erin’s most renowned 
warrior, and of Queen Maeve; and 
the other to Ireland’s “golden age,” 
the great period of Irish art. - 
The prime value of the discov- 
eries, say the experts, lies in the 
fact that for the first time there 
has been revealed a site particu- 
larly productive of traces of the 
heroic period. 
Last year, the mission discovered 
a bronze age cairn and many relics 
of an almost pre-historic Ireland in 
Ballinderry. 


KING GEORGE RESTORES CHIEF’ 
OF AFRICAN. TRIBE TO POWER 


He Had Been Suspended for Hav- 
ing White Man 
Whipped.

LONDON, Sept. 29.—A mother’s 
appeal to King George for the re- 
lease of her son has been granted. 
The dominions office had an- 
nounced that Tshekidi, the young 
British-educated African chief who 
was suspended for trying and flog- 
ging a white man under native law, 
is to be reinstated. 

Tshekedi, head of the Bamang- 
wato tribe in Bechuanaland, has ad- 
admitted he did wrong in trying a 
white man and has promised not 
to do so again. 

(Phineas Mackintosh, a white 
man, was flogged by natives after 
he had appeared before a native 
court. Tshekedi had charged him 
with “living like a native with a 
native woman.”) 
“I abandon any right to deal with 
a case in which a European is con- 
cerned,” said the chief, “and I un- 
dertake not to deal with any Euro- 
pean case in the future.”

AS TWO REPUBLICANS SEE IT. : 

Two distinguished Republicans have discussed the 
Roosevelt administration, particularly the NRA. 
One of them was Patrick J. Hurley of Oklahoma, 
Secretary of War in Mr. Hoover's Cabinet. 
“~The other was James EB. Watson, former Senator 
from Indiana. . | 
Mr. Hurley is cheerful about the situation and the 
prospects. He does not put the stamp of unqualified 
approval on the administration's programs. There 
are policies 
but the objectives aimed at are fine and he is Hope- 
ful they will be realized, though he thiiks there will 
be changes in methods as the recovery movement 
proceeds. ; 
Here is a paragraph from the Hurley address that 
may calm some troubled breasts: 


Many honest men have misgivings as to the 
effect of the act (the National Industrtal Recov- 
ery Act) on our system of government. They 
fear it will eliminate individual initiative and 
freedom of action. They see in it a step towards 
the socialisation of industry, or collectivism. 
stead, the NRA is attempting to inaugurate self- 
government in industry. Under it wages and 

rofits go to the individual and not to a col- 
tivist commission or the state. The NRA plan 

is not Bolshevism; it is not Socialism; it is not 
— it is not collectivism; it is American- 


Mr. Hurley acknowledges that the NRA at present 
“increases bureaucracy and centralizes authority in 
the Federal Government,” but the plan, he believes, 
will ultimately decentralize control “by making each 
industry self-governing under its own code.” 
One of the anxieties infecting a lot of solemn citi- 
zens, namely, that the Constitution is being under- 
mined, doesn’t disturb Mr. Hurley at all. As he 
phrases it, “Democracy is not a frail flower. It will 
not be destroyed by the momentary success or fail- 
ure of any economic plan.” What is being sought 
is “a more beneficial economic policy, not a new po- 
litical formula.” | 
Altogether, Mr. Hurley’s.address is a crisp, incisive, 
understanding statement of the case, and, in the cir- 
cumstances, a mighty generous expression. 
What does Watson make of it? Be prepared for 
the worst. Everything is all wrong. Did you know they 
are pouring NRA’propaganda into the public schools? 
And they are not doing it as the public utilities used 
to do it, by doctoring the textbooks, by secretly hiring 
professors to preach the power gospel while ostensi- 
bly appearing as disinterested analysts giving their 
young audiences the benefit of specialized knowledge. 
On the contrary, here is information proferred openly, 
brazenly, without a trace of corrupt concealment in 
the pfocedure, about what the Government is trying 
to do to extricate us from economic disaster and put 
us in the way of a fairer prosperity, a more equitable 
division of the fruits of industry, a happier standard 


To say that Mr. Watson is uneasy does not ex- 
press it. The man has an acute attack of the jitters. 
He is persuaded that. President Roosevelt is sur- 
rounded by advisers who are plotting “to overthrow 
capitalism and sovietize the American Government.” 
Such good old dependable words as “regimentation” 
and “strait-Jacket” are put on the job of toting Mr. 
Watson’s surging emotions. 

Is there anything to be done about it? There is. 
“I believe,” seid Mr. Watson, and, please, don’t miss 
a syllable of this: “I believe that the Republican 
party should affirm its determination to stand by 
the Constitution of the United States.” 

So, says James E. Watson, ex-Senator, ex-Represen- 
tative, ex<andidate for Governor, proprietor of the 
presidential bee, one of the “Magnificent Ambersons” 
of Indiana—the man who said, June 13, 1980, that 
if the Hawley-Smoot tariff bill were passed this na- 
tion would be on the upgrade financially, economic- 
ally and commercially within 30 days, and that the 
peak of prosperity would be regained within a year. 
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LIFTING THE TAX BURDEN. 

It is well known that the repeal of prohibition will 
send into the public treasuries large sums in revenue. 
Something which is often overlooked is the fact that 
repeal will also mark the end of certain taxes now 
levied against the citizen’s pocketbook. Under the 
revenue provisions of the Recovery Act, these taxes 
will pass with the proclamation of President Roose- 
velt which annountes the date of the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. Thus it is that by Jan. 1, the 
extra one-half cent Federal tax on gasoline will in all 
probability be eliminated. The 5 per cent tax on divi- 
dends, now collected at the source, is another tax 
which stands to be removed with the coming of the 
new year. Still others are the 5 per cent excess prof- 
its tax now assessed on corporate income whose net 
is more than 12% per. cent of the declared worth of 
the capital stock, and the $1 tax on each $1000 worth 
of the capital stock of corporate concerns. It should 
be noticed in this connection that when repeal is af- 
fected, the President is expected to reduce to 2 cents 
the postage on all first-class mail. .The passing of 
prohibition, therefore, will substitute liquor taxes for 
others which are unpopular and burdensome. 
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MINE UNIONISM’S OPPORTUNITY IN ILLINOIS. 
Gov. Horner has directed Illinois coal mine op- 
erators to meet with representatives of the rival 
unions for the purpose of arranging a just division 
of work. This step is in order. The bituminous coal 
code goes into effect Monday, and on that date the 
labor organization guarantees of Section VII of the 
Recovery Act become the law in Illinois, as wherever 
else soft coal is mined in the United States. 

There must be no more strife between the two 
unions. There will be none if both sides live up to 
the code. Locals which prefer to continue as part 
of the United Mine Workers have that privilege. 
Miners who believe the Progressive Miners of Amefi- 
ca union is more representative of the rank and file 
have the right to give their allegiance and support 
to the new union. 

- While there are some disadvantages in having two 
unions in the coal fields, there are also advantages. 
Let-the two organizations compete with each other, 
but let it be in the administration of just and truly 
representative miners’ organizations. Let their lead- 
ers seek to serve not only their members or the coal 
operators, but the people who make up the community

Scalloped Eggplant. 

One large eggplant. 
One-half cup chopped onions. 
One-fourth teaspoon cloves. 
Salt. 
One cup corn flake crumbs. 
Chopped parsley. 
One and one-half cups tomatoes. 
Two tablespoons butter. 
Cut eggplant into slices three- 
fourths of an inch thick. Peel and 
put into a large quantity of water 
with a handful of salt. Soak one 
hour then cook in boiling water 
about one-half hour or until ten- 
der. Drain. Mix onion, cloves, salt 
and corn flake crumbs. Sprinkle 
mixture in bottom of baking dish 
and between layers and top of egg- 
plant. Add tomatoes, sprinkle with 
parsley, and cover with remainder 
of crumbs. Dot with butter, cover 
and bake one-half hour. 

Stuffed Eggplant. 
One eggplant. 
One and one-half cups ham stock 
or water. 
Three-fourths cup coarse, dried 
bread crumbs. 

One-fourth cup melted butter. 

One teaspoon lemon juice. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One egg, beaten slightly. 

Corn flake crumbs. 

Wipe eggplant, cut in quarters, 
lengthwise. Remove pulp, close to 
skin, leaving thin shells. Force pulp 
through a food chopper. Drain. Add 
stock or water, boil 20 minutes. Add 
bread crumbs butter, lemon juice, 
salt and egg. Fill shells, sprinkle 
with corn flake crumbs, bake 15 
minutes in a moderately hot oven. 

Eggplant and Okra. 

One eggplant, peeled and cubed. 

One onion, sliced. 

Three tomatoes, quartered, or 

One cup cooked tomatoes, 

Twelve okra pods, sliced. 

Salt and pepper. 

One tablespoon finely chopped 
parsley. 

Cook eggplant, onion, tomatoes 
and okra with salt and pepper 30 
minutes. Sprinkle with chopped 
parsley. ' 
Eggplant Timbales. 

One eggplant, pared and cut in 
one-fourth inch slices. 

One-fourth cup butter. 

One-half cup soft bread crumbs. 

Two eggs, well beaten. 

Few drops onion juice. 

One-half teaspoonful salt. 

One-half teaspoon pepper. 

Two canned pimientos, cut into 
strips. 

Corn flake crumbs. 

Cook eggplant in boiling salted 
water until soft. Drain thoroughly, 
mash and add butter, crumbs, eggs, 
onion juice, salt and pepper. Line 
small baking dishes with pimientos. 
Fill with mixture, sprinkle with 
corn flake crumbs and bake 15 min- 
utes in a moderately hot oven. Re- 
move from molds and garnish with

if you do not eat too much fried 
food at one time. There is nothing 
to that notion except that some 
cooks are not good at frying. They 
let the food soak up the fat. Too) 
much fat slows up digestion—that 
is true—and so will too much fried 
food. But some foods. taste best 
when fried. Frying gives a flavor 
and a texture that can be had in 
no other way, and a well-planned, 
well-cooked meal with one fried 
vegetable can be quite as digestible 
as a meal with everything boiled 
or oqreamed or baked or scalloped. 

For successful frying with lard, 
thé main thing is to get it just hot 
enough but not too hot, for the 
particular food you are frying. If 
the lard is not hot enough the food 
will soak it up and: be greasy when 
finished. If hot enough to smoke, 
the lard will decompose and the 
chemical changes that take place 
then will produce the unpleasant 
substance that fills your . kitchen 
with an irritating smell. 

If you are frying anything coat- 
ed with flour or meal or bread 
crumbs, let the coated pieces dry 
a little, to “set” and make a crust. 

For deep frying, test the temper-) 
ature of the fat with a cube of 
bread. If the bread is golden 
brown in 60 seconds, it is at the 
right temperature for frying raw 
foods. For cooked foods it should 
be hotter—the cube of bread should 
brown in 40 seconds, 

Here are some suggestions for 
frying from Bureau experts: 

Hashed Brown Potatoes. 

Four cups finely chopped — 
toes. 

Two tablespoons chopped onion. 

Three-fourths teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

Two tablespoons fat. 

One-fourth cup hot water. 

Combine potatoes and onions, 
salt, and pepper. Melt fat ina 
smooth heavy skillet, add water, 
put potatoes in a thin even layer 
and cook slowly until a golden 
brown crust is formed. Fold pota- 
toés over like an omelet, turn out 
on a hot platter, garriish with pars- 
ley and serve at once. 

Fried Okra. 

Two quarts okra. 

Four tablespoons fat. 

Salt to taste. 

Select young okra, wash it well, 
dry thoroughly, and cut crosswise 
in pieces about one-half inch thick. 
Heat the fat in a heavy skillet, add 
okra, cover, cook for 10 minutes, | 
and stir frequently to prevent burn- 
ing. Remove cover; continue to, 
cook until okra is tender and light- 
ly brown. 

French Fried Onions. 

Six rather large onions. : 

One cup flour. 

_ One cup milk. 

One egg. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Skin onions, slice very thin, sepa- 
rate into rings, dip into a batter 
made from flour, milk, egg and salt, 
and drain-well. Have ready at ket- 
tle of fat hot enough to brown a 
small piece of breat in 60 seconds. 
Put the onions in a wire basket, 
lower into hot fat, fry until onions 
are golden brown, remove, drain on 
absorbent paper, sprinkle with salt, 
and keep hot until served. Onions 
fried in this way will generally 
keep crisp for several days, or may 
be reheated in the same way as po- 
tato chips.

Coffee Mousse. 

One-half tablespoon gelatine. 

Three tablespoons hot water, 

Three-fourths cup sugar. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One pint whipping cream. 

Two tablespoons cold water. 

One cup coffee. 

Soak gelatine in cold water; dis- 
solve in hot water. Add coffee and 
sugar. Cool. When mixture begins 
to thicken, fold in whipped cream 
and vanilla. Pack in tray of auto- 
matic refrigerator and freeze until 
firm. Or, put into a mold, cover 
with waxed paper and put lid on 
tightly. Pack in ice and salt in 
the proportion of three to one. 

Macaroni and As a. 

One cup macaroni, broken in inch 
pieces. 

Four tablespoons butter. 

Three tablespoons flour. 

Two and one-fourth cups milk. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon white pep- 
per. 

Three-fourths 
cheese, grated. 

Three teaspoons Worcestershire 
sauce. 

One-half cup mayonnaise. 

Two cups canned asparagus, cut 
in three-fourth inch pieces. 

Three-fourths cup buttered bread 
crumbs. 

Cook macaroni in boiling, salted 
water. Drain and rinse with cold 
water. Make a white sauce in 
double boiler with the butter, flour, 
milk, salt and pepper.

Remove from 
fire and slowly add Worcestershire 
sauce and mayonnaise, stirring con- 
stantly. Arrange alternate layers 
of macaroni and asparagus in but- 
tered casserole. Cover with sauce 
and buttered bread crumbs on top. 
Bake in slow oven entil brown. 

Seasoned Rice. 

One cup rice, 

Two quarts boiling water. 
. One-fourth cup butter. 

One tablespoon finely chopped 
parsley. 

Three or four tablespoons finely 
chopped chives or onion. 

Cook rice in salted water until 
tender, drain, add butter, parsley 
and chives or onion. Toss lightly 
together and serve. 

Oranberry Juice Cocktail. 

Cook four cups cranberries and 
four cups water until all the skins 
pop open (about five minutes). 
Strain through cheesecloth. Bring 
juice to boiling point, add two- 
thirds cup sugar and cook until it 
boils two minutes. Serve cold. For 
future use put in sterilized bottles, 
well corked and sealed. 

Grape Tarts. 

Use the seedless white grapes for 
these. Cover six inverted tart pans 
with pie crust, prick with a fork 
and bake in a hot oven for 10 min- 
utes until well browned, Then slip 
from the pan and let cool. Fill tart 
shells with grapes. Mix three- 
fourths cup sugar with one table- 
spoon cornstarch ‘and the grated 
rind of one-half a lemon. Add three- 
fourths cup boiling water, stir con- 
stantly over a slow fire until thick- 
ened, smooth and boiling. Remove 
from fire, add one teaspoon lemon 
juice and pour one or two table- 
spoons of mixture over grapes in 
each tart shell. Use enough to fill 
in all crevices between grapes and 
to cover them. Chill and serve with 
a garnish of whipped cream. 

Veal Stew. 

Two pounds veal breast, two cups 
diced carrots, one cup canned to- 
matoes, celery salt, two tablespoons 
chopped onions, one cup diced po- 
tatoes, three tablespoons butter or 
bacon drippings, salt and pepper. 

Cut veal in c@bes and brown in 
butter or drippings. Add one cup 
water and tomatoes. Simmer until 
meat is almost tender, then add 
vegetables and simmer until vege- 
tables are cooked. 

Baked Veal Cutiets. 

Buy one and one-half pounds veal 
steak about one-half inch thick. Cut 
in pieces. Meat yolk of an egg and 
add one teaspoon water. Into this 
dip veal, then roll in cracker 
crumbs seasoned with salt and pep- 
per. Brown veal quickly on both 
sides in hot fat. Pour over it one 
pint of hot milk. Cover pan and put 
in slow oven to bake for about an 


hour and a half. Uncover last 20 
minutes, 


CORN AND OKRA 


One cup okra, cut in inch pieces. 
One cup corn, fresh or canned. 
Six tomatoes. 

Two tablespoons bacon drippings.

Infantile Paralysis 


z Infection 
Ta: nama what channels does 


an individual become infected 

with the virus of infantile para!. 
ysis? How does it spread and how 
does it get into the nervous system, 
to produce the damage which 
makes it so fearful a disease? 

Medical science has devoted 
much study to these questions, for 
they have an important bearing on 
the prevention and early treatment 
of infantile paralysis. 

The current theory holds that in. 
fantile paralysis is first a general- 
ized, systemic infection. The virus 
first spreads throughout the body 
and only secondarily invades the 
nervous 

Not only is the central nervous 
system encased in a bony structure, 
the skull and the spinal column, but 
it has a circulating fluid of its own, 
the spinal fluid in which it is sus- 
pended, and several protective 
coats called the meninges. 

Blood does not come into direct 
contact with the central nervous 
system, Whatever it derives from 
the blood must filter through selec 
tive tissues. 

In the light of this, medicine has 
sought to prevent and treat infan- 
tile paralysis by injecting immune 
serum into the body, with the aim 
of neutralizing whatever virus 
might be in circulation before it 
reaches the central nervous system. 
Serum also is injected into the 
spinal canal 
Recently, a theory has been ad- 
vanced to the effect that the virus 
of infantile paralysis enters the hu- 
man body and gets to the central 
nervous system not by way of the 
general’ circulation, but rather di- 
rectly along nerves of the nose, 
which lead directly to the brain. 

The systemic disturbances which 
are witnessed in the early, so-called 
pre-paralytic stages of infantile pa- 
ralysis thus are accounted as being 
due to the involvement of certain 
centers in the brain. 

This newer hypothesis does not 
modify radically our method of 
treatment. It does discourage the 
injection of serum into the ‘spinal 
canal, but it warrants the injection
